ATLANTA, Ga. — (RNS) — Southern Baptists will pool 
all their efforts in April, May, and June for a South-wide 
evangelistic campaign, Dr. C. E. Matthews, newly-elected 
Director of Evangelism for the Southern Baptist Home Mis- 
sion Board, announces. 

Under close cooperation of the mission board and the 
Southern Baptist Radio Commission, an attempt will be 
made “to bind our six million Baptists in more than 26,000 
churches into one mighty army witnessing to the lost by 
radio, from the pulpit, and via personal testimony,” Dr. 
Matthews declared. 

Dr. Sam F. Lowe, director of radio work, said all “Baptist 
Hour” broadcasts during the period will support the cru- 
sade. 

Dr. Matthews explained: “This movement simply calls for 
every church, under the leadership of its pastor, to use 
all its spiritual resources and to concentrate its major ef- 
forts during April, May, and June in a special crusade to 
win the lost.” 

Sweep Over Oklahoma 

OKLAHOMA CITY—Baptist churches have scheduled 
thirty-four evangelistic conferences in as many Oklahoma 
cities during January and February, with 111 speakers. 
It is hoped the campaign will result in the consecration of 
200,000 persons.

ITALIANS ARE RISING IN REVOLT AGAINST POPE, 
SAYS VATICAN 
Pontiff Sees All Europe “On Verge of Fearful Abyss” 

In an address to more than 300,000 persons assembled in 
St. Peter’s Square on December 22, Pope Pius XII called on 
Roman Catholics to resist with all their strength the cur- 
rent uprising all over Italy against Vatican rule. His words 
gave evidence of the deep alarm felt at the headquarters of 
the Roman Catholic Church against the wave of revolt 
sweeping the country which has been the home of the 
popes for nearly two millenniums. 

ROME (By Wireless to RNS)—Vatican circles voice deep 
concern over mounting anti-clericalism all over Italy, but 
especially in Romagna, Liguria, and Sicily. 

These anti-clerical demonstrations in Italy reached a 
climax in Melilli, a town in the Siracusa province of Sicily, 
when a bomb explosion caused damages estimated at 6,000,- 
000 lire to the Church of St. Sebastian, and attackers 
opened fire on nuns who sounded an alarm. 

ROME (By Wireless to RNS)—Midnight mass at St. 
Maria delle Fornaci church, located just back of the Vati- 
can, was disrupted Christmas Eve when a small bomb ex- 
ploded. ; 

The bomb caused panic among the congregation. The 
priest, who was celebrating the mass, was wounded in the 
face. 

Because the home of Prime Minister Alcide de Gasperi is 
near this church, it was felt the bomb was intended as a 
protest against the Christian Democratic party leader. 
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Papal Threat Backfires 

Threats of excommunication from the Roman Catholic 
Church against the staff of the anti-clerical weekly, Don 
Basilio, resulted in a steady increase in the number of its 
readers. It is estimated that the circulation of Don Basilio 
is now 100,000. 

This was revealed here by Osservatore Romano, official 
Vatican newspaper. Vatican officials announced that Msgr. 
Francis Borgongini Duca, papal nuncio to Italy, has called 
upon Foreign Minister Nenni to demand suspension of Don 
Basilio, calling its continued publication a violation of the 
Vatican-Italy concordat. 

Pope Sees Catastrophe 

A crisis caused by anti-religious forces is developing ail 
over Europe and calls for “an extraordinary amount of 
sacrifice, energy, and faith” on the part of Christians, Os- 
servatore Romano, official Vatican newspaper warned here, 
asserting: 

“The struggle between Christ and antichrist is ever more 
clearly outlined. Feelings of terror presage an imminent 
and appalling battle. A fearful abyss is seen, into which 
Europe is on the verge of falling.” 

The Vatican organ declared that Pope Pius XII has urged 
Vatican diplomatic representatives in various countries to 
promote a spirit of peniténce to meet “the unprecedentedly 
grave future awaiting the Christians of Europe.”

ANTI-CLERICAL EDITOR GETS TWO YEARS 

ROME (By Wireless to RNS)—Convicted of having “of- 
fended the religion of the state,’”’ Ruggero Maccari, 27, edi- 
tor of two anti-clerical weeklies, has been sentenced to two 
years’ imprisonment by an Italian court here. 

The trial was the first of its kind since Mussolini’s over- 
throw. 

Maccari, accused of publishing two slanderous cartoons, 
declared his publications were “not against religion but 
agaiast that section of the clergy that meddles in politics.”

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Che Love of God for Jesus

“Beloved means well loved.” Let us 
analyze or break up this text and find 
out 

1. Why God loved Jesus. 

2. Why He was well pleased. 

3. Why He has exalted Him. 

Now this text is familiar to you. It 
was spoken on two occasions: at the 
baptism of Jesus in the River Jordan 
and at the transfiguration on the 
mount. On both occasions it was an 
audible voice that was heard by oth- 
ers who were present. How blessed 
were those words! How wonderful it 
will be one day if we can hear those 
blessed words, not the same yet 
closely related. “Blessed art thou, good 
and faithful servant; enter thou into 
the joy of thy Lord.” 

1. But why did God love Jesus? 

a. Tome it was not so mucha 
wonder that God loved Jesus for Jesus 
was His Son. It is the most natural 
thing in the world for father and 
mother to love their children. So that 
is one reason why God loved Jesus. 

b. God loved Jesus because He fol- 
lowed His plans to the minutest de- 
tail. He was a faithful Son. How do we 
know this? Turn with me to Phil. 2:8, 
“And became obedient unto death, 
even the death of the cross.” Christ 
came not to condemn the world: it 
was already condemned. God’s law 
condemned it.

2.and 3. Why God was well pleased 
and why He exalted Jesus. 


Now we are going back to the second 
chapter of Philippians. This is my 
favorite book. I call it the mountain 
peak of the Christian, and if the 
Christian followed its teachings his 
life would shine brightly for God. 

In verses 6-8 we have the self-hum- 
bling of Jesus; yes, seven steps down- 
ward. 

In verse 6 we have Jesus in the form 
of God—equal in power, might, and 
glory, His state before He came to 
earth. This He willingly laid aside and 
made Himself of no reputation. He was 
born a carpenter’s son, the poorest of 
the poor, no wealth, no reputation. 
Isn’t this the carpenter’s Son?” 

Verse 7, “... no reputation, and took 
upon him the form of a servant.” Je- 
sus came to minister, not to be minis- 
tered unto. He spent great portions of 
time in communion with the Father, 
to follow His plans, to receive power to 
supply the needs of others. That’s why 
He performed miracles. That’s why He 
healed the sick. That’s why at His 
command demons feared and were 
cast out. He was truly the servant of 
mankind, taking the lowly place; born 
in a manger, the cattle feeding 
trough. He moved from place to 


place. “The Son of man hath not 
where to lay his head.” He was truly a 
poor man, a humble man, and was 
made in the likeness of men, with all 
physical limitations. He was subject 
to hunger, thirst, temptation, just like 
you and I, but He overcame them by 
the Word of God. You will remember 
His temptation in the wilderness. Mat- 
thew 4. 

a. Hunger. “Command that these 
stones be made bread.” 

“It is written (in Duet. 8:3), Man 
shall not live by bread alone but by 
every word that proceedeth out of the 
mouth of God.” 

b. Pride. “Then the devil taketh 
him up into the holy city, and setteth 
him on a pinnacle of the temple, and 
saith unto him, If thou be the Son of 
God, cast thyself down: for it is writ- 
ten (Psa. 91:11), He shall give his 
angels charge concerning thee: and 
in their hands they shall bear thee 
up, lest at any time thou dash thy 
foot against a stone. Jesus said unto 
him, It is written again, Thou shalt 
not tempt the Lord thy God” (Deut. 
6:16). 

c. Worship. On a high mountain, 
Satan showed Him the glory of the 
kingdoms of earth. “All these things 
will I give thee, if thou wilt fall down 
and worship me. Then saith Jesus un- 
to him, .. . is written, Thou shalt wor- 
ship the Lord thy God, and him only 
shalt thou serve” (Deut. 6:13). 

But though He was in the likeness 
of men, He was victorious over Satan 
and temptation because He knew the 
Word of God. 

Verse 8, “And being found in fash- 
ion as a man, he humbled himself.” 
He girded Himself with a towel and 
washed the disciples’ feet. He sought 
to relieve others’ suffering but not 
His own suffering. 

“And became obedient unto death, 
even the death of the cross.” It is 
written, “Cursed is every one that 
hangeth on a tree.” Jesus was willing 
to become a cruse that we might be 
delivered from sin. Only the most 
wicked criminals were hanged and Je- 
sus became the lowest of the low that 
we might rise and have fellowship 
with God. So is it any wonder then 
that God has highly exalted Him?

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All Is Not Gold 


By JAMES C. TRUXTON 


Every now and then we read in the 
newspaper of minor hysteria in some 
small community resulting from a 
resident “striking gold” on his proper- 
ty. The whole neighborhood begins to 
dig feverishly. But nearly always 
someone will have the presence of 
mind to call in a metallurgist to ana- 
lyze the metal. Invariably the analysis 
reveals that the glittering nuggets are 
iron or copper pyrites, more common- 
ly known as “fool’s gold.” Many such 
“gold rushes” have originated the pro- 
verb that can be applied to every 
phase of life, “All is not gold that glit- 
ters.” 

During the past year, experiences on 
the field as well as conferences with 
missionaries and mission board direc- 
tors have revealed that the best an- 
swers to our problems lie (as real gold 
usually does) far below the surface. It 
becomes increasingly apparent that 
the bulk,of missionary work is such 
that the training and equipping of 
many individual missionaries to fly 
their own aircraft is inadvisable. 
Neither are the transportation needs 
of most missionaries best met in this 
way. 

One reason for this lies in the fact 
that even the smallest airplane is an 
expensive investment; to maintain it 
on the foreign mission field is costly 
in time and money. However, the air- 
plane can be both an efficient and 
economical missionary servant—the 
secret lying in its proper choice and 
use. The first rule of choice to follow 
is this: choose the equipment least ex- 
pensive and simplest to maintain, 
consistent with safety and the job 
which has to be done. Concerning use: 
the airplane pays for itself in the air 
—not on the ground. Cost formulas re- 
veal that a good four-place, 150-horse- 
power missionary plane (e.g. the Stin- 
son 150), suitable where high utility is 
demanded, operates at approximately 
$26.30 per hour when flown 50 hours 
per year. Increasing this to 500 hours 
of annual utilization, the hourly cost 
drops more than two-thirds, or to $8.30 
(about .018 cents per seat per mile). It 
naturally follows then that methods 
of missionary aircraft operation should 
be designed to get the maximum use 
out of each plane for the benefit of the 
most missionaries. 
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Tying directly in with the above is 
the fact that the average missionary 
is in no position to use an airplane 
enough to warrant its being tied 
up chiefly for his own work, or even 
that of his station. If he extends 
the services of the plane to the needs 
of other missionaries near him, thus 
using the plane to a worth-while 
extent, the missionary ministry for 
which he was primarily trained will 
undoubtedly suffer. For example, the 
pioneer missionary can seldom pass 
hurriedly from one village to the next, 
or even from one newly-formed church 
to the next. Instead, he must remain 
in each place sufficient time for his 
ministry to take root. Even in the more 
established areas, the work becomes 
primarily the training of natives to 
evangelize their own people, and the 
travel of each missionary is restricted 
to occasional trips. 

In many ways missionary flying is 
the most difficult type of flying being 
done anywhere in the world today, 
and, if not properly conducted, the 
most dangerous type. Ordinarily, 
operating far from dependable main- 
tenance facilities and navigational 
aids, the missionary airman should 
be a qualified mechanic as well as 
a skillful pilot and navigator. The 
more actual and practical experience 
he has had the better. Such complete 
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training and experience requires more 
time and expense than the regular 
missionary should or need assume 
(whether paid for by himself or the 
Lord’s people), since in most cases 
missionary flying carried on as a full- 
time task by one specially trained will 
meet the needs of all missionaries 
throughout an entire area. 

This leads to a consideration of best 
operational methods, including a few 
of the outstanding things realized 
more vividly through our experiences 
in Mexico, and through studies of 
various fields. Mission field mainte- 
nance is the outstanding problem. We 
must not allow ourselves to be com- 
pletely at the mercy of local (often 
undependable) mechanics, or to have 
our aircraft stranded in isolated areas 
through ignorance of possible repair 
measures or inavailability of needed 
parts. Simplified equipment and prop- 
erly trained personnel are the first 
logical steps toward preventing such 
difficulties. Standardization of equip- 
ment and fleet operation of similar 
type aircraft are further steps in this 
direction, In this way one plane can 
come to the rescue of another; and 
one plane can be “cannibalized”

Such desired results as the above 
can be achieved—through cooper- 
ative, well planned, and coordinated

In the small coal-mining city of Eldorado, Illinois, occurred the first General 


Youth Directors’ Meeting of the Church of God 


in the United States, on 


Wednesday and Thursday, February 5 and 6, preceded by committee meetings 
on Tuesday. The results of insufficient and inefficient religious training was 


carefully but alarmingly pointed out. 


Realizing that in our own Church we are only retaining one out of every five 
youths as members, and that there actually is something that could be done 


to change this situation for the better, 
the leaders outlined and suggested 
means of aiding our youth situation. 
Much was accomplished. 

In discussing our Daily Vacation 
Bible School as a partial possible solu- 
tion, various methods of organization 
and materials were submitted. The 
why, when, where and how of the 
Daily Vacation Bible School was pre- 
sented very effectively. The suggested 
method of procedure in a Daily Vaca- 
tion Bible School was, first, for the 
pastor to authorize the appointing of 
the committees on finance, teachers, 
curriculum, and publicity. The mem- 
bers of the Committees are to be quali- 
fied by not only their acquaintance 
with the needs of a Daily Vacation 
Bible School, but also by their knowl- 
edge of how to select qualified teach- 
ers. There should be teachers’ meet- 
ings often, to arrange the methods and 
means of approach. There should be 
plenty of advertising, beginning at 
least six weeks prior to the opening of 
the school. The feeling existed quite 
commonly that our children are not 
receiving enough spiritual and re- 
ligious training, therefore, we have 
need of giving them more. 

Another important suggestion was 
the Home Extension Department of 
the Sunday School. The Home Depart- 
ment of the Sunday School was ex- 
plained as that department in which 
are enrolled those persons who cannot 
attend the regular sessions of the 
main school, but would like to be rec- 
ognized as a part of the school as 
“home” members. Those included in 
this department are: The aged who 
are too feeble to attend the main ses- 
sions of Sunday School; the shut-ins, 
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which include all the infirm, such as 
invalids, etc.; people confined to in- 
stitutions, such as jails, county 
homes, etc.; families living in rural 
districts out of reach of the main 
school; persons employed on Sunday, 
such as nurses, firemen, policemen, 
trainmen, etc. Christ had His Home 
Department and since we are Chris- 
t_ans or Christlike, we should have our 
Home Department. 

With the fact so outstanding that 
knowledge is more readily acquired 
through vision than through audition 
or otherwise, and that pictures and 
drawings have a more rapid influence 
on the intellect than words, methods 
of visual education were suggested. 
Some of these methods were flannel- 
graph lessons, chalk talks, picture 
sermons, flash cards and others. 

I was quite impressed with the sug- 
gestion of the use of phonograph rec- 
ords in youth services. Demonstra- 
tions proved that more attention is 
allowed the playing of a record than 
if the person were present and per- 
forming. 

The benefits of the brand-new 
Church of God publication to workers 
of the youth departments, Y.P.E. and 
S. S. Workers’ Bulletin, was stressed. 
The call for more subscriptions was 
given. 

Our National Youth Director, Ralph 
E. Williams, suggested a program of 
standardizing our Sunday Schools. 
Some points of consideration in such a 
move are that the Sunday Schools 
should maintain an average attend- 
ance equal to the total number of 
members of that local church; that 
the pastor, Sunday School superinten- 
dent, and teachers should not be ab- 
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sent from that Sunday School more 
than six times a year; that the Sun- 
day School should have teachers and 
officers’ meetings at least twice each 
month; maintain a church library; 
teacher-training course for each 
teacher; Sunday School accessories as 
maps, blackboard, flannelgraph board, 
etc.; proper grading of Sunday School 
and promotion; Home Extension De- 
partment. This process would tend to 
build the good influence and efficiency 
of our Sunday Schools to a higher 
plane than at present. 

This meeting was the first real ef- 
fort to organize our efforts in the 
Youth Department of our Church, and 
I feel the results will be excitingly 
good. Much credit for the well-ar- 
ranged agenda is due the National 
Youth Committee. The cooperation of 
the general officials was heartily ob- 
served and received much gratitude. 
There were twenty-one state overseers 
present, ranging from Idaho to New 
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York, and from Michigan to Florida, 


including one missionary to India. 
Twenty states had their youth direc- 
tors present. Many pastors were pres- 
ent, from about twenty states. Won- 
derful evening services were enjoyed, 
with a packed-out house Wednesday 
evening. We are truly grateful to the 
Eldorado church and their wonderful 
pastor, V. B. Rains, for the very nice 
entertainment they provided. 

The influence and results of this 
meeting shall live forever. It is the 
mere starting-point of a most highly 
successful Youth Department of the 
Church of God.

Al- 
though the meeting of the Youth di- 
rectors and state overseers was 
unofficial, being invited by the Youth 
Board and the general officials to 
meet with the Board to advise in cer- 
tain matters, yet it was highly import- 
ant because of the vast amount 
of important business concerning the 
Youth movement in the Church of 
God, in which the Committee felt the 
need, not only of counsel from all the 
leaders, but also felt the need of per- 
sonal contact to help us feel the re- 
sponsibility of taking immediate ad- 
vantage of the golden opportunities 
that lie before us. 

The General Overseer, Assistant 
General Overseer, National Youth Di- 
rector, National Youth Committee, and 
most cf the state overseers and state 
Youth directors were present, as well 
as a large number of pastors and 


evangelists; and on the second day, 
our Editor-in-Chief and the Business 
Manager of the Publishing House 
came.

When I see the great progress being 
made, and possibilities that lie ahead,

HISTORY OF OUR YOUTH 
MOVEMENT 

In the years of 1926-27, in the State 
of Michigan, we began to see the need 
of more than independent local bands 
of younz people, and by the end of 
1927 we had a pretty good state-wide 
movement in the few churches in 
Michigan, where I was serving as 
overseer at that time. Our constitution 
and bylaws were made, and a beau- 
tiful drawing of a shock of wheat 
helped to represent the “Young Har- 
vesters’ Club.” Brother John Zauke- 
lics and Brother Houston R. Morehead 
(present overseer of Michigan—only a 


lay member at that time) are due 
much credit for taking the lead in 
organizing and teaching in these 


“clubs,” as well as making the draw- 
ings for our “Charter.” In the fall of 
1928, before starting to the 24th An- 
nual Assembly, Brother Houston More- 
head and myself, with the help of 
some of the other young people, spent 
many hours planning and praying 
about and preparing a resolution for 
me to present to the Council at the As- 
sembly, and when we left for the As- 
sembly, a number of young people 
were left behind who were praying for 
the success of our plans. 

Being one of the youngest (if not the 
youngest) member of that Council, 
and realizing what little general con- 
cern there seemed to be for the young 
people of the Church, I presented my 
plea and resolution “with fear and 
trembling”; but to my great surprise 
and joy, there was not a dissenting 
voice. 

I found that the State of Florida 
had a state organization similar to 
ours, which, because of Florida being 
one of our strongest states, was much

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HOW SHALL THEY HEAR? 
PAUL H. WALKER, 
Chairman of Mission Board 

Dear Reader: 

I would like for you to read over 
and over again the Scripture quotation 
which says, “Having no hope and with- 
out God.” I am sure each of us would 
hate to be in such a condition, having 
no hope and without God. And then 
again, we have the scripture which 
says, “Faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the word of God.” Again, 
“HOW SHALL THEY HEAR without a 
preacher? And how shall they preach, 
except they be sent?” 

GOD LOVES THE WORLD BUT 
1,000 TRIBES DO NOT KNOW IT 

“How shall they believe in Him of 
whom they have not heard? and how 
shall they hear ... ?” God provides 
those with a definite call to go to the 
field, and He also provides the faith- 
ful soldiers of the cross at home, with 
homes, jobs, and with money enough 
and to spare, to send those who will 
go to carry the gospel to others who 
have never heard it—those having no 
hope and without God. 

In a world which contains an ag- 
gregate of over 2 billion souls, at least 
700 million have not even heard the 
name of Jesus Christ. Think of it, the 
NAME before whom all angels bow! 
The NAME which has cast our bur- 
dens aside! The most precious NAME 
ever uttered by mortal tongue! This 
name has never been heard by at least 
700 million people. 

In a world in which are spoken over 
2,000 languages, approximately 1.000 
languages do not have a single syllable 
of the Word of God—yes, the Word of 
God that is a lamp unto our feet and 
a light unto our pathway! The Word 
of God that enriches the soul! The 
Word of God which is the only chart 
for human life, which clearly defies 
the state of the living and the dead, 
and the state of man in his past, pres- 
ent, and future condition! 
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There is plenty of work to be done, 
and the Church of God has a number 
who are willing to go. However, the 
need today is the finance to send them. 
I believe I can see the Church of God 
as a whole throughout America stand- 
ing together in a united effort in these 
last and closing days to do what they 
can in behalf of the mission cause, to 
girdle the globe with the gospel. After 
all, signs point directly to the near 
coming of our Lord and Savior, and 
the night is fast approaching when no 
man can work. So there is plenty of 
work to be done—tomorrow may be tuo 
late. Let us rally to the front with our 
finance, our prayers, and our influ- 
ence, in behalf of the cause for which 
Jesus died — the redemption of the 
souls of men, for they are without God 
and without hope in the world. They 
could have hope if they could only 
hear, and we have the message to tell 
them. We only need the finance to 
send it. God has provided numbers 
who have applied to the Missions De- 
partment for consideration to go to 
foreign fields. We cannot send them, 
because money is not sufficient. 

There was a time when we couldn’t 
find enough people willing to go, but 
now we have twenty or thirty young, 
as well as older people, who have ap- 
peared before the Mission Board and 
offered their services in any foreign 
lands to which we felt we should send 
them. Some had definite calls to spe- 
cific localities—in the dark land of 
Africa, India, and the remote islands 
of the sea. All we could tell them was 
that we were not able to send them 
immediately, but they should prepare 
and study for God, and if the Lord 
opened the way, we would be glad to 
call them and give them consideration. 
Yes, there is plenty to be done. God 
realizes that we are in the last days 
and therefore the call is more urgent 
in the hearts of many; the anointing 
is more refreshing, and the vision 
clearer, because the Lord is trying to 


evangelize the world in these last and 
closing days. 

Existing missions are crying out for 
new workers to push gospel frontiers 
forward. One mission in India is ask- 
ing for twenty-two new workers this 
year. Another in South America is 
looking for ten new couples. A third 
in Africa is asking for fifty a year for 
the next five years. Another with a 
world-wide ministry is asking for one 
hundred new workers per year for the 
next five years. 

There is not only plenty of work to 
be done but also plenty of opportunity 
to do it. Today the demand for work- 
ers with more academic background 
and training is heard from many fields 
of the world. Governments are raising 
the educational requirements for mis- 
sionaries entering their countries. 
Minimum requirements for missionary 
candidates are rising. Therefore, we 
have found an added responsibility. 
It is not enough to just answer the call 
to the foreign field, but there is the 
requirement of our scholastic accom- 
plishments. All of this adds to com- 
plicate the solicitation of missionaries 
for foreign fields. 

The need is tremendous. Doors are 
open on every side. Missions are pre- 
pared and waiting to send out new 
workers. The Lord’s command, “GO,” 
is still in effect. Reader, for what are 
you waiting? Here is an unparalleled 
opportunity to invest your life in the 
greatest enterprise in all the world— 
claiming lost souls for the glory of 
your Redeemer. If you cannot go, you 
can help send those who can. 

God loves the world, but one thou- 
sand tribes do not know it. And again 
the great question, “HOW? HOW, shall 
they believe in Him of whom they have 
not heard?” Siberia has seventy-five 
tribes who have not heard; China, fif- 
ty tribes; India, one hundred tribes; 
the Philippines, forty tribes; French 
Indo-China, fifty tribes; Africa, 350 
tribes; and South America, 300 tribes. 
Surely the heart of God must be sad 
as He looks down upon this great ex- 
panse of human beings as a mighty 
ocean, groping in their ignorance, not 
knowing the simplicity of the gospel. 

Let me suggest to the district and 
state overseers and all the ministry 
throughout America and all other 
countries which are able to rally to the 
front in these last days, to do so and 
help to carry the gospel forward. 

I have received of recent date many 
letters from foreign lands; from Mexi- 
co, from India, from Haiti, Jamaica,

Verses 9-11, “Wherefore God also 


hath highly exalted him, and given 
him a name which is above every 
name: that at the name of Jesus 
every knee should bow, of things in 
heaven, and things in earth, and 
things under the earth; and that 
every tongue should confess that Je- 
sus Christ is Lord, to the glory of God 
the Father.”

shall be exalted.” Jesus was exalted 
because He made Himself of no repu- 
tation. He was obedient to God’s will 
and followed God’s plan for salvation 
to the minutest detail. 

Iam _ persuaded in my own heart 
that there are going to be some sur- 
prises in heaven. Those who have 
been following. Jesus for reputation, 
money, or praise of men will find very 
little on the other side; but those 
who have been laughed, scoffed, and 
sneered at, buffeted and called nar- 
row, and have received nothing down 
here, will get their reward in heaven. 
I believe it with all my heart. If we 
have had the pats on the back down 
here, we have already had our re- 
ward; but if we have done unseen 
kindnesses, those little works of en- 
couragement to some _ struggling 
brother or sister, those little things 
that we have done which have passed 
and been forgotten, “inasmuch as ye 
have done it unto one of the least of 
these my brethren, ye have done it 
unto me.” 

Do we long to feel the love of God 
welling up in our hearts until the 
glory rolls through our every being? 
Do we long to hear His blessed “well 
done”? Well then, we must follow the 
pattern. Jesus is our pattern. How did 
Jesus become exalted. He humbled 
Himself. He was self-sacrificing. He 
served others. My friends, there is but 
one way—the way up is down. If we 
want to wear a crown, we must suffer 
with Him. God’s Word declares that 
if we suffer with Him, we shall also 
reign with Him. The Christian path 
is not easy. With every rose there is 
a thorn. Sometimes we think there is 
a good many, but friends remember, 
it is the crushed rose that brings out 
the perfume. Have you ever noticed

The disciples had 
good news after the resurrection and 
look how it traveled. 

My friends, there is a little crippled 
woman; yes, it is painful to move 
around, but her husband is uncon- 
verted, so she does her best to keep 
the home together. Her boy laughs at 
his mother trying to struggle through 
the daily tasks, sliding her crippled 
legs behind a chair to move from 
place to place. I had a talk with her. 
She has the most radiant smile that 
I have ever seen, but not a word of 
complaint, not a desire for anything 
but to serve the Lord. She writes 
twenty-six letters a month with those 
crippled hands. How she does it, I do 
not know. They are letters of encour- 
agement to people in hard places who 
write for prayer and help. Friends, do 
you get what I mean—that is a vic- 
torious life; that is an example of Je- 
sus’ life being radiated through a life 
of suffering.

larger than the one in Michigan, and 
that there were many local efforts be- 
ing put forth in other states. 

A committee was appointed to work 
out the details of the plan. Brother 
E. C. Clark, H. L. Chesser, and I (I be- 
lieve there were two others) were on 
this committee and Brother Clark 
asked to be excused because of other 
duties; so, Houston R. Morehead, who 
had been licensed as an evangelist by 
this time, was appointed to serve in his 
stead. This committee agreed to accept 
the name used in Florida, “Church of 
God Young People’s Endeavor,” as the 
name of the international organiza- 
tion. (I still have a warm spot in my 
heart for our “Young Harvesters’ 
Club.”) Thus the great youth move- 
ment in the Church of God began to 
spring up. It seems to me that it is a 
coincident worthy of mention that this 
first great National Meeting of Youth 
Directors, which came a couple of de- 
cades later, was held here in Illinois 
where I am now serving as overseer, 
and in Brother Houston R. Morehead’s 
home state. 

It is my opinion that with the re- 
newed and redoubled interest and 
organized effort now being put forth, 
it will be only a matter of a few years, 
if Jesus tarries, until the movement 
will be many times its present size and 
strength, and will be recognized as a 
mighty factor in helping to prevent 
juvenile delinquency and _ bringing 
young people (and older ones) to 
Christ.—M. P. Cross, Overseer of IIli- 
nois.

missionary aviation per dollar. In 
most cases, a comparatively few planes, 
so operated by specially trained Chris- 
tian men, can handle the air trans- 
portation needs of the entire area for 
the benefit of all evangelical mission- 

aries. 

In view of these and other facts 
now fully realized, the Fellowship is 
no longer concerning itself with the 
. flight training of missionaries or mis- 
sionary students other than a few 
possible exceptions to the general rule, 
and those who feel called of God to 
fully train themselves as specialists 
in this field of missionary service. 

God give us wisdom to see the need 
as it actually exists, and then to take 
the right steps to meet that need by 
His grace and enabling power.

and other parts, telling of the great 
outpouring of God’s Spirit. Literally 
hundreds are being saved. It is true 
that all of these may not be stalwart 
Christians, but we have that same 
condition in America.

The Bible says, 
“Go ye into all the world and preach 
the gospel to every creature.” After we 
have preached the gospel, which “is 
the power of God unto salvation,” we 
shall be a sweet savor unto God, in 
them that are saved and also in them 
that are lost. In them that are saved, 
because they have heard the story of 
His Son and accepted it. We will be of 
a sweet savor in those who are lost, be- 
cause we have been faithful in telling 
them of His Son, even though they 
have rejected it. So, in telling of Him 


who died for us, we shall deliver our 
souls and be relieved of our responsi- 
bilities. 

May the Lord bless you all and make 
this a great year in behalf of foreign 
missions.
